Paris, Oct. 18.—The Germans have begun a retire­ 
ment in the area between the Oise and Serre rivers, be­ 
tween Laon and Cambrai, according to an official state­ 
ment today. The French troops advancing from Archery 
and Choigny are in pursuit of the German rear guards. 
Anguilcourt has been occupied by the French. In the 
Argonne region the French have crossed the Aisne near 
Vouzieres. Fighting continues in the area west of Grand 
Pre. 
Germany has apparently lost the whole of the 
Belguin coast which for four years has been the base of 
submarine and aerial attacks against England and Eng­ 
lish shipping. Ostend, Douai and Lille have fallen to the 
allies. Belgian patrols are said to be in Burges, about 
eight miles from the Dutch frontier. The German forces 
defeated and virtually demoralized, are reported in full 
retreat toward Antwerp. 
From reports .it would appear that two American 
contingents are operating on the front east of Cambrai 
and St Quentin. One is working with the British in the 
advance from Le Cateau, and the other is with the French 
smashing in the right flank of the German salient north­ 
east of Laon. German resistance in both these sectors 
hasbeen exceedingly stubborn. Continued rains have 
retarded the American advance in the Argonne sector 
but in spite of terrible weather, Pershing’s men have 
gained ground in Agonne forest itself. Cote Chatillon 
a dominating height has been taken, and positions near 
it are solidly held by the Americans.

APPEAL OF TEXAS DRAFT 
REGISTERS COMING UP 
(By the Associated Press) 
Fort Worth, Tex., Oct. 
18.—The 
appeals of three officials of the Farm­ 
ers and Laborers' Protective Associ­ 
ation, convicted a year ago in Abil­ 
ene, Tex., after a trial that stirred 
the whole southwest, will be present­ 
ed before the United States circuit 
court of Appeals here next month. 
The men were convicted of con­ 
spiracy against the government, and 
their organisation had for its insig­ 
nia, according to District Attorney 
Odell, a leather strap to represent 
the slavery of the worker, a dirk as 
an incentive to self-protection and a 
pistol as a mark of enmity to capi­ 
tal. 
The original trial of the three men, 
G. T. Bryant, state organizer, E. L. 
Risley, president, 
and 
Samuel 
J. 
Powell, secretary, lasted six weeks 
and more than 500 witnessed were 
examined. Thirty-seven others named 
in the indictment were acquitted. 
The count on which the three were 
found guilty charged conspiracy to 
overthrow and destroy by force the 
government of the United States and 
to levy war against it. Charges that 
a wholesale plan had been evolved to 
obstruct the selective 
service 
law, 
then before congress, were advanced i 
at the trial. 
It was charged that plans were I 
made at meetings to kill conscrip- j 
tion officers; that members were nrg-1 
ed to buy high-powered rifles; that 
It was proposed to blow up railroads 
and take control of telephone and 
telegraph lines as a means of retard­ 
ing the raising of an army. 
One witness testified that plans 
had been considered for dynamiting 
troop trains, looting banks and sup­ 
ply* houses. 
He said this plan had 
been abandoned in favor of arming

Archangel, 
Oct. 
18.—Difficulty 
besets the government of the North 
and its Allied advisors in their at­ 
tempt to bring order out of the chaos 
of nine months of Bolshevik regime 
in the Archangel province. 
Slowly 
but surely, the task is going forward, 
but no one denies it is a difficult job. 
One problem the Allies confront 
is how to arouse the Russians to 
work for their own regeneration and 
to join in the task of shaking off the 
grip of the Bolshviki. 
Urging them 
to do so, the Sivernoie Utro, pub­ 
lished here, says: 
“The French, British and Ameri­ 
can soldiers came here from all parts 
of the world to fight for the free­ 
dom and happiness of this country. 
The Russian people look upon the 
Allies with envy, with the eyes of a 
beggar watching a rich neighbor, 
and they are making but little effort 


themselves to strive for a happier 
and freer life. They expect that the 
others, the Allies for instance, will 
fight for them.*’ 
“Russia is now divided into two 
camps,” declared the Voxroshdenie 
Sievera. 
“One is on the side of the 
monarchists, the Bolsheviki and the 
Germans; the other, all the demo­ 
cratic elements of Russia, supported 
by the Allies. 
The Bolsheviki try 
to persuade the population that the 
allied intervention aims to restore 
monarcy, but the facts show the con­ 
trary. 
Russia must 
fully 
realize 
that the aim of the allies is lo lend 
their assistance for the regeneration 
of Russia on a sound and democratic 
basis.”

raids, 
dropping 207 tons of bombs upon en­ 
emy railway centers, munition works, 
poison gas factories, electrical and 
engineering plants, 
blast furnaces, 
aerodromes, and 
other 
important 
military objectives. 
The effects of these raids have been 
of incalculable benefits to the Allies. 
One of the first was the compulsory 
withdrawal by the Germans 
of 
a 
large number of their airplanes from 
the fighting front for the defense of 
the Rhine. 
But a greater gain has been the 
profound and widespread depression 
caused to the German people, the 
“home front,” to use the phrase of 
Ludendorff! Captured 
letters 
from 
places as widely separated as Mann­ 
heim and Cologne testify to the ter­ 
ror and panic inspired by the raids 
among the civil population. Well-to- 
do families, in increasing numbers, 
are seeking the temporary security 
of more distant inland towns. There 
are indications that the flight of the 
wealthy is causing intense resent­ 
ment among the working population 
who, being for the most part engag­ 
ed in war industries, are exposed to 
almost nightly danger from the raid­ 
ers. 
But the terror of the German pop­ 
ulace is not confined to the territory 
actually added to the war zone. It 
exists throughout the country, par­ 
ticularly in far-distant Berlin where 
preparations already have been made 
to defend the city against raids.

SCOUTS* FIRE-MAKING TEST. 


The most important part of the scout 
test in fire making is to be sure 
* t 
the scout will never, under any conal 
tions, build a fire which could get be­ 
yond his contr61, or fail to extinguish 
the fire even to the last spark before 
leaving it. 
Thousands of acres of valuable wood­ 
land, scores of homes and large acres 
of valuable crops have been destroyed 
as a result of carelessness In starting 
or leaving fires. 
The scout should know how to lay a 
fire under any conditions—on stony 
ground, on heavy grass ground, in tim­ 
ber land, and under these three condi­ 
tions In a heavy rain. 
He should describe the following 
fires: The hunter’s fire, the trapper’s 
fire, the Indian’s fire. The question 
of materials for the fire Is one which 
has 
troubled 
some 
scoutmasters. 
Should the boy be allowed to use pa­ 
per or dry kindling carried in the hav­ 
ersack, or oil any other material 
which he would not ordinarily find in 
the woods or on the plains? In most 
cases scoutmasters require the scout 
to build the fire without any of the 
products of civilization except matches. 
Some have reported that they even 
require the fire to be built without 
matches.
